Mac Warns Res. 

On Trash Disposal 

City Manager Charles T. McDon¬ 
ald warned Greenbelters this week 
that they face a fine ranging from 
$2 to $10 if they continue to litter 
the community with trash. An¬ 
nouncing that he intends to enforce 
City Ordinance 76. which makes it 
unlawful to litter “the streets, walks, 
parks, parking areas, recreation 
areas, or other public areas,” Mc¬ 
Donald hit particularly at present 
conditions within the courts. He 
stated !that few, if any, courts are 
not littered with trash. 

One reason given for the appear¬ 
ance of trash in the court areas was 
the placing of large discarded arti¬ 
cles at the edge of the street for 
pickup by the Public Housing Ad¬ 
ministration trucks on Monday 
morning. It was emphasized that 
such objects should not be placed 
for collection until late Sunday ‘ 
nighit or early Monday morning, 
since children tend to salvage the 
refuse and scatter it throughout the 
neighborhood. 

Ordinance 76, which carries a min¬ 
imum fine of $2, a maximum of $10, 
is as follows: 

“It is unlawful to litter the 
streets, walks, parks, 4 )arking areas, 
T:;ecreation areas, or other public 
areas by discarding or dropping 
thereon or therein any paper, boxes, 
cans, bottles, refuse, trash, garbage, 
or other material of similar nature. 

“This does not apply to trim¬ 
mings from lawns, hedges, shrubs, 
or trees, and excess soil or other 
materials and wastes from landscap¬ 
ing, which may be placed in proper 
manner in courts or parking areas 
ready for removal by the manage¬ 
ment department.”

City Gets Bigger 
Quota For Chest 

With a $2000 local goal, Green¬ 
belt has entered the annual Com¬ 
munity Chest drive under the direc¬ 
tion of Mrs. Winfield S. McCamy. 
While this quota is higher than in 
1948, so is Greenbelt’s particpation 
in Chest benefits, since the inaugu¬ 
ration of a Greenbelt Boys’ Club. 
Increased Boys’ Clubs activity 
throughout Prince Georges County, 
according to City Manager Charles 
T. McDonald, has extended the 
County Chest budget by about $25,- 
000 , 

Speaking to a managers’ meeting 
of Greenbelt Consumer Services last 
week, McDonald outlined the local 
program, stressing the important 
part employers must play in t he 
fund drive. He told The Coopera¬ 
tor that greater emphasis is being 
placed on this phase of soliciting 
than on door-to-door canvassing, so 
that eventually the campaigns may 
be conducted almost exclusively at 
the place of employment. 


The same proposal was made re¬ 
cently at Greendale, Wisconsin, but 
latest reports indicate that the ven¬ 
ture there will not be successful. 
Locally, a 12-year-old Maryland 
State law specifically prohibits the . 
city government in Greenbelt from 
acting as an- agent of the federal 
government. Since the law men¬ 
tions Greenbelt by name, and since 
a city housing authority is an agent 
for the federal government, the idea 
seems doomed in Greenbelt. Even 
if this provision could be removed 
from Maryland statutes when the 
Legislature meets next February, 
there still remains the “Greentown 
disposal” law (Public Law 60, pass¬ 
ed by the 81st Congress), which 
gives the order of disposal methods 
to be tried as first, cooperative 
groups (such as GVHC); second, 
competitive bidding; and as a third 
alternative, housing authorities. , It 
is considered unlikely that, failing 
purchase by GBHC or a similar or¬ 
ganization, outside interests would 
neglect Greenbelt as an investment. 

PHA Says ‘No’ * 
Inasmuch as it was reported Tues¬ 
day that Public Housing Adnhnir- 
tration officials had refused even to 
discuss the city authority idea with 
Greenbelt council members, it is as¬ 
sumed that the proposal will not 
be considered further here. 

The self-appointed board mem¬ 
bers of GVHC, who formed that 
corporation in May of this year to 
conform with Public Law 60, and 
who called a meeting of the Green¬ 
belt Mutual Home Ownership Cor¬ 
poration on June 15 to transfer the 
membership of that group to the 
newer one, have called no member¬ 
ship meetings since that date. 

Schizophrenic Move 
The board of GMHOC, in an ef¬ 
fort to retain a group eligible to 
purchase undeveloped land while 
GVHC attempts to buy the homes, 
maintained its identity and that of 
GMHOC, so that there are actually 
two organizations. The former 
GMHOC membership (nearly two- 
thirds of Greenbelt’s families) now 
belongs to the more recent GVHC^ 
while GMHOC’s present member-, 
ship is comprised totally of its> 
board of directors.

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The Feeling Is Not Mutual 

The failure of the officers of the Greenbelt Veterans Housing 
Corporation to tell their membership about their progress in the 
local housing dilemma is unfortunate, to say the least. Members 
who invested eleven dollars have received in return a few cents’ 
worth of scanty information. Whatever efforts the board and the 
officers made (and we do not doubt that much serious and time- 
consuming work has been put forth) in the period previous to the 
announcement of an appraisal by PHA, were undertaken with the 
assumption that the membership placed complete confidence and 
authority in their hands. While this may be true, it would be wiser 
for the board to call that membership meeting they intended to 
hold in September, according to promises given at the last member¬ 
ship meeting on June 15. 

The present board of directors constituted the entire member¬ 
ship of GVHC until the Greenbelt Mutual Home Ownership Corpora¬ 
tion investors transferred in toto to that organization. The at¬ 
mosphere of desperation that engulfed our housing ambitions at 
that time was responsible for the transfer and temporary accept¬ 
ance of the existing board. 

Since that time we can only assume that the GVHC board has 
explored all possibilities of obtaining Greenbelt homes for its resi¬ 
dents under a mutual plan, and have failed entirely to find a so¬ 
lution.. Our assumption of their failure is based on the fact that 
last week the board of directors of GVHC invited the city council 
—tiLA dosed jneeting to investigate the probabilities of setting up a 
city housing authority in order to bring the ownership of homes by 
local residents within the realms of reality. (See story page 1.) 
Although the plan of a city housing authority seemed wise when 
the council was approached, it was not a mutual plan; this empha- 
iiizes the necessity for the membership to demonstrate its approval 
or disapproval of an action of this type. It also reminds us that 
any board of directors which does not call meetings or inform its 
membership of its activities is a board that takes entirely too much 
for granted.

LOOKING BACK 

With this letter I am turning in 
a file of past issues of The Coopera¬ 
tor dating back to the Volume 1, 
No. 2 mimeographed edition on 
green paper dated December 1, 1937. 
We like this collection, but have 
need for the space it requires to 
store them; also, we don’t want to 
pack them on our move back to “old 
Greenbelt’’ next week. 

In reading over some of the early 
issues I noted a number of histori¬ 
cally interesting items. I mean back 
when your first editor, Louis Bes¬ 
semer, was also the first mayor of 
Greenbelt. It was then that the 
first grocery, “a 1937 supermarket,” 
was opened to the great joy of the 
200 families here. The newspaper 
featured arguments for and against 
having dogs in the town; street 
lights were being installed; the resi¬ 
dents clamored for bus transporta¬ 
tion; and Sherrod East, member of 
the first council, headed a commit¬ 
tee to draw up rules for the coun¬ 
cil’s operation. 

Some of the early GCS ads are 
now but dreams of the so-called 
“good old days” when two cans of 
shrimp cost 23c, and the filling sta¬ 
tion sold tires for $7, and gas at 16c 
a gallon. It is hard to remember, 
when we see such prices, that those 
amounts were just as high to us 
then as current prices are to us to¬ 
day. At that time, probably 75 per¬ 
cent of our residents were making 
$120 to $180 a month—and living 
on it! 

Well, I’ll not go on at length, al- 
tho glimpses back through Coopera¬ 
tor pages, the city’s chronicles, are 
food for interesting chatter. Please 
let me drag in one thought, though, 
with respect to the long-time activi¬ 
ties of my favorite organization, the 
Gun Club. Your paper dated Oc¬ 
tober 19, 1939, carried an item an¬ 
nouncing the opening of the local 
shooting range. I’d like to point 
out in this connection that in the 
10 years and more since that occa¬ 
sion, at least 200,000 shots have been 
fired on the Greenbelt target range. 
To my knowledge—and I’m a char¬ 
ter member of the Club—no one has 
ever been injured on the range. 
Credit for this fine record is due (1) 
the Club, for its careful operation of 
the premises, and (2) the good 
sense used by all who have shot 
there.
